1. (Currently amended) A method in a data processing system for user controlled 
selection of multimedia data streams for an event, the method comprising: 

receiving a set of video streams; 
receiving a set of audio streams; 

pr e senting s e lected selecting ones of the set of video streams; 
pr e sentin g sel e ct e d selecting ones of the set of audio streams; [[and]} 
responsive to user input to the data processing system, selectively altering ones of 
the selected ones of th e set of video streams and ones of the selected on e s of th e s e t of 
audio streams pr e sent e d for the event, wherein the altering step selectively omits content 
of at least one of the selected streams while retaining other content for presentation to 
produce an altered stream wher e in som e s e l e ct e d str e amo from th e G e t of vid e o Gtr e omo 
and the set of audio streams include reference oyolio redundancy ohook data bas e d on 
oth e r streams from th e set of video stream s and the sot of audio str e ams and furth e r 
comprisin g* 

synchronizing a portion of a first str e am from th e s e l e ct e d otreams with a portion 
of a se cond str e am from the other streama by calculating oyolio redundancy oh e ok -defca 
for th e second stream and comparing the calculated cyclic r e dundancy ch e ok data - with 
th e reference oyolio redundancy ch e ck data from the first str e am to id e ntify 
synchronization po int s; and 

presenting the selected and altered streams concurrently. 

2. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the ones of the selected 
video str e am is streams are preserited on a display and wherein the step of selectively 
altering ones of the selected ones of the act of video streams and th e portion of th e set of 
ones of the selected audio streams presented includes: 

altering a location in the display in which the ones of fee selected video stream is 
streams are presented. 
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3. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wher e in th e ot e p of solootiv e ly 
altering th e aeleot e d ones of th e s e t of video otr e ams and th e portion of the sot of audio 
Qtreamo pr e sent e d includ e s further comprising : 

selecting different selected ones of the set of video streams for presentation. 

4. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the step of s e l e ctiv e ly 
alt e ring th e s e lected ones of the act of video atrooma and tho portion of th e set of audio 
streams presented includes further comprising ; 

selecting additional selected ones of the set of video streams for presentation* 

5. (Currently amended) The method of claim 1 , wh e r e in th e st e p of solootively 
altering th e s e l e cted ones of th e set of video streams and the selected ones of th e set of 
audio streams proa e nt e d includes further comprising : 

selecting different selected ones of the set of audio streams for presentation. 

6. (Previously presented) The method of claim 1, wherein tho otop of fl e l e otiv e ly 
altering th e s e l e cted on es- of tho sot of video streams and tho s e l e ct e d on e g of the s e t of 
audio streams presented includ e s farther comprising : 

selecting e&e&eF additional selected ones of the set of audio streams for 
presentation. 

7. (Original) The method of claim 1 further comprising: 
receiving a set of information streams including text; and 

responsive to user input, selectively presenting selected ones of the set of 
information streams on a display. 

8. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the set of video streams and the set of 
audio streams include time stamps and further comprising: 

synchronizing the selected ones of the video stream with the selected ones of the 
audio stream using the time stamps. 
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9. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the set of video streams and the set of 
audio streams include data packets located in the video and audio data streams 
periodically and further comprising: 

synchronizing the selected ones of the video stream with the selected ones of the 
audio stream using the data packets.

1 1 . (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the data processing system is a 
computer. 

1 2. (Original) The method of claim 1 , wherein the data processing system is a 
personal digital assistant 

13. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the data processing system is a 
television. 

14. (Currently amended) A method for tailoring a multimedia presentation of an 
event on a computerized multimedia system comprising the steps of: 

providing a set of video streams, a set of audio streams and a set of information 
streams for the event via a network coupled to the computerized multimedia system; 
selecting video streams for presentation flora the set of video streams for the 

event; 

selecting audio streams for presentation from the set of audio streams for the 

event; 

selecting information streams for presentation from the set of information streams 
for the event; 

responsive to user input to the data processing system, selectively altering ones of 
the selected video streams and ones of the selected audio streams for the event, wherein 
the altering step selectively omits content of at least one of the selected streams while 
retaining other content for presentation to produce an altered stream: 
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responsive to user input, assigning the selected and altered video streams and the 
selected and altered audio streams to respective portions of video and audio output 
devices; and 

presenting the selected and altered video streams and the sele cted and altered 
audio streams for the event according to selected video stream and audio stream 
assignments concurrently , wherein gome s e l e cted str e ams from th e sot of video streams 
and the pot of audio streams include r e ference cyolio redundancy check data based on 
other streams from the s e t of video streams and th e s e t of audio streams and farther 
comprising: 

synchronizing a portion of a first stroam from th e sel e cted streams with a portion 
of a scoond stream from th e other str e ams by calculating cyclic redundancy ch e ck date 
for the pooond stream and comparing th e calculat e d cyolio redundancy ohook data with 
th e refer e noo cyolio redundancy oheck data from the first atroam to identify 
synchronization points . 

15. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the step of selecting video streams 
for presentation from the set of video streams for the event is performed in the 
computerized multimedia system. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 14, wherein the step of selecting audio streams 
for presentation from the set of audio streams for the event is performed in the 
computerized multimedia system. 

17. (Original) The method as recited in claim 14, wherein the set of video streams 
and the set of audio streams are provided from a first source. 

18. (Original) The method as recited in claim 17, further comprising: 
responsive to user selection, providing a second video stream from a second 

source. 
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19. (Original) The method as recited in claim 17, further comprising: 
responsive to user selection, providing a second audio stream from a second 

source. 

20. (Original) The method as recited in claim 14, wherein the set of video streams, 
the set of audio streams, and the set of information streams are provided from at least two 
different sources. 

21. (Original) The method as recited in claim 14, wherein the set of video streams, 
the set of audio streams, and the set of information streams is provided via a broadband 
network. 

22. (Currently amended) A data processing system for user controlled selection of 
multimedia data streams for an event, the data processing system comprising: 

first receiving means for receiving a set of video streams; 
second receiving means for receiving a set of audio streams; 
first prooonting selecting means for p resenting s e l ected selecting ones of the set of 
video streams; 

second pres e nting selecting means for presenting s el e ct e d selecting ones of the set 
of audio streams; [[and]] 

first altering means, responsive to user input to the data processing system, for 
selectively altering ones of the selected ones of tho oot of video streams and ones of the 
selected on e s of tho sot of audio streams prooontod for the event, wherein the altering step 
selectively omits content of at least one of the selected streams while retaining other 
content for presentation to produce an altered stream wherein some s elect e d str e ams from 
th e set of vidoo streams and th e s e t of audio s treams inoludo reference oyolio r e dundancy 
oh e ok data based on other str e ams from th e s e t of video streams and tho sot of audio 
sfre anig and further comprising: 

firot synchronizing m e ans for synchronizing a portion of a firot stream from th e 
sel e ct e d streams with a portion of a s e cond stream from th o other streams by calculating 
oyolio redundancy oh e ok data for th e second stream and comparing tho calculat e d cyclic 
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gecfaB danoy check: data with th e reference oyolio redundancy ch e ck data from the first 
stream to identify oynohronrantion points^and 

first presenting means for presenting the selected and al tered streams 
concurrently . 

23. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wh o r o in tho video 
stream io present e d on a diaplay and wh e r e in the altering moano inoludea further 
comprising : 

second altering means for altering a location in the display in which the ones of 
the selected video otreom is streams are presented. 

24. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wh e r e in th e 
altering m e ans fiirther comprising: 

[[first]] third selecting means for selecting different selected ones of the set of 
video streams presentation. 

25. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein th e 
alt e ring m e ans includ e s further comprising : 

[[first]] third selecting means for selecting additional selected ones of the set of 
video streams for presentation. 

26. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, whoroin tho 
alt e ring moans inolud e a further comprising : 

[[first]} third selecting means for selecting different selected ones of the set of 
audio streams presentation. 

27. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein th e 
altering moano includes further comprising : 

[[first]] third selecting means for selecting another additional selected ones of the 
set of audio streams presentation. 
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28. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22 further comprising: 
third receiving means for receiving a set of information streams including text; 

and 

[[third]] second presenting means, responsive to user input, selectively for 
presenting selected ones of the set of information streams on a display. 

29. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein the set of 
video streams and the set of audio streams include time stamps and further comprising: 

second first synchronizing means for synchronizing the selected ones of the video 
stream with the selected ones of the audio stream using the time stamps. 

30. (Currently amended) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein the set of 
video streams and the set of audio streams include data packets located in the video and 
audio data streams periodically and further comprising: 

seeend first synchronizing means for synchronizing the selected ones of the video 
stream with the selected ones of the audio stream using the data packets.

32. (Original) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein the data processing 
system is a computer. 

33. (Original) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein the data processing 
system is a personal digital assistant 

34. (Original) The data processing system of claim 22, wherein the data processing 
system is a television. 

35. (Currently amended) A data processing system for tailoring a multimedia 
presentation of an event on a computerized multimedia system, the data processing 
system comprising: 
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first providing means for providing a set of video streams, a set of audio streams 
and a set of information streams for the event via a network coupled to the computerized 
multimedia system; 

first selecting means for selecting video streams for presentation from the set of 
video streams for the event; 

second selecting means for selecting audio streams for presentation from the set 
of audio streams for the event; 

third selecting means for selecting information streams for presentation from the 
set of information streams for the event; 

altering means for, responsive to user input to the data proces sing system,, 
selectively altering ones of the selected video streams and ones of the selected audio 
streams for the event wherein the altering step selectively omits content of at least one of 
the selected streams while retaining other content for presentation to produce an altered 
stream: 

assigning means, responsive to user input, for assigning the selected and altered 
video streams and the selected and altered audio streams to respective portions of video 
and audio output devices; and 

presenting means for presenting the selected and altered video streams and the 
selected and altered audio streams for the event according to selected video stream and 
audio stream assignments concurrentl y, wherein some adopted streams from the G e t of 
video atroamo and th e s e t of audio str e ams include referenc e oyolio redundancy ch e ck 
data bas e d on other streams from the s e t of video s tr e ams and th e act of audio str e am s 
and further comprising: 

synchronizing m e ans for synchronizing a portion of a first stream from th e 
selected streams with a portion of a aooond str e am from the oth e r atroamo by calculating 
cyclio redundancy oh e ok data for th e G e cond otr e am - and comparing the calculat e d oyolio 
r e dundancy ohook data with the referenc e cyclic redundancy check data from th e first 
stream to identify synchronization points . 
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36. (Original) The data processing system of claim 35, wherein the first selecting 
means includes selecting video streams for presentation from the set of video streams for 
the event is performed in the computerized multimedia system. 

37. (Original) The data processing system of claim 35, wherein the second selecting 
means for selecting audio streams for presentation from the set of audio streams for the 
event is performed in the computerized multimedia system. 

38. (Original) The data processing system as recited in claim 35, wherein the set of 
video streams and the set of audio streams are provided from a first source. 

39. (Original) The data processing system as recited in claim 38, further comprising, 
responsive to user selection, providing a second video stream from a second source. 

40. (Previously presented) The data processing system as recited in claim 38, further 
comprising: 

second providing means, responsive to user selection, for providing a second 
audio stream from a second source. 

41. (Original) The data processing system as recited in claim 35, wherein the set of 
video streams, the set of audio streams, and the set of information streams are provided 
from at least two different sources. 

42. (Original) The data processing system as recited in claim 35, wherein the set of 
video streams, the set of audio streams, and the set of information streams is provided via 
a broadband network. 

43. (Currently amended) A computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for user controlled selection of multimedia data streams for an event, the 
computer program product comprising: 

first instructions for receiving a set of video streams; 
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second instructions for receiving a set of audio streams ; 
third instructions for pres e nting sel e ct e d selecting ones of the set of video 
streams; 

fourth instructions for pr e senting s e l e ct e d selecting ones of the set of audio 
streams; [[and]] 

fifth instructions, responsive to user input to the data processing system, for 
selectively altering ones of the selected ones of tho sot of video streams and ones of the 
selected one s of tho set of audio streams pres e nt e d for the event wherein the altering step 
selectively omits content of at least one of the selected streams while retaining other 
content for presentation to produce an altered stream wh o roin some selected otreomQ from 
tho sot of vid e o streams and th e s e t of audio str e ams inolude referenc e oyolio r e dundancy 
check: data bas e d on other streams from tho aet of vid e o str e ams and tho set of audio 
streams and further comprising: 

sixth instructions for oynohronizing a portion of a first stream from the select e d 
stee ams with a portion of a s e cond stream from th e other streams by calculating cyclic 
rodundonoy ch e ck data for th e s e cond stream and oomparing th e calculated oyolio 
redundancy ohook data with the r e f e r e nc e oyolio r e dundancy ch e ck data from th e first 
stream to id e ntify s ynchronization points : and 

sixth instructions for presenting the selected and altered streams concurrently . 

44. (Currently amended) A computer program product in a computer readable 
medium for tailoring a multimedia presentation of an event on a computerized 
multimedia system comprising: 

first instructions for providing a set of video, audio and information streams for 
the event via a network coupled to the computerized multimedia system; 

second instructions for selecting video streams for presentation from the set of 
available video streams for the event; 

third instructions for selecting audio streams for presentation from the set of 
available audio streams for the event; 

fourth instructions for selecting information streams for presentation from the set 
of available information streams for the event; 
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fifth instructions for, responsive to user input to the data processing system, 
selectively altering ones of the selected video streams and ones of the selected audio 
streams for the event, wherein the altering step selectively omits content of at least one of 
the selected streams while retaining other content for presentation to produce an altered 
stream; 

[[fifth]] sixth instructions, responsive to user input, for assigning the selected and 
altered video and the selected and altered audio streams to respective portions of video 
and audio output devices; and 

[[sixth]] seventh instructions for presenting the selected and altered video streams 
and the selected and altered audio streams for the event according to the selected video 
stream assignments concurrently, wherein some a e l e ot e d streams from the sot of vid e o 
streams and th e set of audio streams includ e roforonco cyclic redundancy oh e ok data 
bas e d on oth e r streams from th e s e t of vid e o streams and the sot of audio ptroamo and 
furth e r comprising: 

s e venth instructions for s ynchronizing a portion of a first stream from tho oolootod 
streams with a portion of a s econd stream from the other stroomo by calculating oyolic 
r e dundancy ohook data for the seoond stream and comparing th e calculat e d -eyelie 
redundancy oheok data with th e r e f e renc e oyolic redundancy oh e ok data from tho firot 
str e am to identify synchronization points . 
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
